EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

- In the specification, page 17, line 17, please replace the term "208" with "206". 

- In Claim 1 , line 2, please replace the term "operable to be used for" with "to 
perform the steps of. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 is allowed based on applicant's Amendments/Remarks filed on 7/8/2009 and 
examiner's Amendment filed on 10/20/2009. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: As specifically claimed, the art of record fail to teach, among other 
limitations, in combination, the steps of receiving at a secondary server from a 
primary server a first request that is based on a client-generated request from a 
client, wherein said secondary server is implemented with a web service; while 
processing the first request at the secondary server, determining at the secondary 
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server a need for data that is obtainable from a client application at the client using a 
HyperText Transport Protocol (HTTP) communication protocol for which the 
secondary server is not configured to implement; and in response to determining the 
need for data that results from using the HTTP communication protocol, sending 
from the secondary server to the primary server a second request, comprising 
information for a HTTP redirect message, for obtaining data from the client that 
results from using the HTTP communication protocol, wherein the primary server 
executes the HTTP communication protocol or delegates execution of the HTTP 
communication protocol to a third server to obtain the resulting data, wherein the 
resulting data is obtained through user interaction via the client application. 

The closest prior art Stewart (US Patent No. 7,281 ,139 B2) discloses a system 
and method for authenticating a legacy service using internet technology. An 
authentication module is associated with the legacy server. Service requests from a 
user of the legacy server are passed to the authentication module. The 
authentication module generates a service request for a web server, requesting 
access to a protected page from the web server, and transmits the user's credentials 
to the web server. The web server attempts to access the protected server, which 
causes the web server to access a network-based authentication service to 
determine whether the user's credentials qualify for access to the protected page. 
The web server transmits a message back to the authentication module, which 
determines whether the user's credentials qualify for access the legacy server based 
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on the message from the web server. Such prior art fails to teach the claimed 
limitations as recited above.
